Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for* 
1946.  The  statistics  here  submitted  call  for  little  comment  and 
there  is  at  any  rate  no  marked  change  in  the  standard  of  health 
during  the  last  few  years. 

The  district  has  been  fortunate  compared  with  other  areas  in 
regard  to  the  diphtheria  outbreaks;  this  undoubtedly  being  due 
to  immunisation.  Measles  and  scarlet  fever  still  occur  in  sporadic 
outbreaks. 

Few  changes  in  administration  need  to  be  recorded  except  that 
on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Giles  I took  over  the  control  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  pressing  need  in  the  area  is,  of  course,  for  dwelling  houses 
which  is  constantly  receiving  your  attention  and  I am  well  aware 
that  you  are  alive  to  this  fact  and  that  schemes  are  being  prepared 
to  help  this  urgent  need. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  in  the  area  are  referred  to  in 
the  portion  of  the  report  prepared  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  in  spite  of  labour  and  material  shortage, 
this  Officer  and  his  colleagues  have  had*  a large  amount  of  repairs 
and  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year. 

I must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  and  advice  of  the 
Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  members  of 
his  staff  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  to  me  in  my  endeavours.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submiting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1946.  Some  of  the  points  raised  in  the  report  are  mendoned  in 
an  unbiased  manner  and  the  recommendations  contained  therein 
are  for  the  benefit  of  the  health  of  the  district.  It  will  be  noted 
that  Housing  plays  a big  part  in  the  duties,  but  this  is  only  one 
sphere  covered  by  the  Department  and  reports  have  been  sum- 
marised to  give  the  essential  details.  With  regard  to  housing,  in 
my  opinion  this  Council  in  providing  houses  has  a record  which 
will  compare  with  any  other  agricultural  Rural  District  in  the 
County. 

With  regard  to  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  most  of  the  premises 
in  the  area  are  one-man  or  family  businesses  and  the  application 
of  this  Act  is  relatively  easy. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  his 
deputy  and  the  members  of  the  Council’s  staff  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation  with  me  and  also  to  the  members  of  this 
department  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation.  To  Dr.  Giles  and 
Dr.  Scholey,  his  successor  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I wish  to 
thank  for  guidance  and  advice  in  the  administration  of  the  Depart- 
ment. To  the  members  of  the  Council  I wish  to  say  that  their 
criticism  has  always  been  constructive  and  that  the  discussion  held 
in  Committee  and  in  personal  interviews  have  been  exceedingly 
helpful  and  I thank  them  for  their  co-operation  and  kindness.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


This  district  is  provided  with  drainage  and  sewerage,  but 
sewage  disposal  plants  that  exist  are  of  a primitive  character  and 
progress  in  this  direction  compared  with  the  water  supplies  in  the 
area  have  been  negligible.  The  method  of  treating  sewage  in  im- 
property  constructed  septic  tanks  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and 
the  effluent  discharges  direct  in  the  dykes,  where,  if  filtration  were 
installed  these  effluents  would  lose  much  of  the  material  in  sus- 
pension by  aerobic  action  and  the  final  effluent  would  be  much 
cleaner  and  cause  less  pollution.  In  some  of  the  Parishes,  you 
are  aware,  there  are  no  proper  systems,  the  sewer  being  piped  so 
far  and  crude  sewage  being  allowed  to  run  into  the  dykes.  In 
these  times  when  the  Council  have  been  progressive  in  providing 
water  supplies  for  the  dw^ellings  in  the  various  villages  the  amount 
of  sewage  is  increasing  and  the  danger  from  the  health  point  of 
view  arises  from  these  dykes  which  cannot,  by  any  stress  of  imagin- 
ation, be  termed  clean  and  beneficial  to  health.  I am  well  aware 
that  the  Council  realises  that  this  state  of  affairs  causes  a grave 
danger  to  the  health  of  the  District  but  the  question  of  finance 
is  a serious  matter  in  these  schemes.  I do  hope,  however,  that 
means  will  be  found  whereby  these  defects  will  be  overcome  and 
that  all  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  area  will  have  a proper  method 
of  sewage  disposal  as  this  is  long  overdue. 

There  was  some  laxity  amongst  the  building  contractors  in  the 
area,  notifying  the  laying  of  new  drains  which  were  to  be  tested 
and  in  some  cases  intimation  was  received  that  the  drains  were 
ready  for  inspection  that  day  despite  the  fact  that  24  hours  notice 
must  be  given  and  in  a number  of  cases  drains  have  been  installed 
and  no  notifications  have  been  received.  In  these  instances  I have 
made  the  contractors  open  up  the  drains  for  examination  and 
testing. 

Closet  Accommodation.  — The  conversion  to  the  water 
carriage  system  in  the  area  has  been  very  slow  owing  to  the  lack  of 
sewerage  and  disposal  works,  but  I hope  that  before  many  years 
have  passed  sufficient  sewers  and  disposal  works  will  be  provided  in 
the  district  and  that  all  vaults  and  privies  existing  in  the  various 
villages  will  be  converted  to  water  closets.  I venture  to  suggest 
that  conversions  are  commenced  on  a certain  number  in  each 
Parish  which  has  a proper  sewage  disposal  plant. 

Public  Cleansing.  — This  work  is  carried  out  throughout  the 
district,  and  during  the  year,  with  the  increase  of  staff  in  areas 
where  the  refuse  was  collected  fortnightly,  it  is  now  collected 
weekly,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  district  where  a monthly  collection 
was  undertaken  this  has  been  increased  to  a twice  monthly 
collection.  Refuse  is  removed  from  approximatelv  9,000  dwellings 
each  month.  A total  scavenging  rate  being  6.54d.  per  year  or  7/9Jd. 
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per  house  per  year,  or  for  houses  collected  weekly,  2d.  for  each 
collection.  These  figures  are  only  to  give  a guide  to  the  cost  of 
collections  and  disposal  in  the  district.  To  offset  the  expenditure 
on  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  during  the  year,  £869  10s.  was 
realised  from  the  sale  of  salvage  compared  with  £196  Is.  9d.  for  the 
previous  year  (of  which  £60  was  collected  and  sold  in  the  last  two 
months  of  the  year  when  I took  up  this  appointment.  In  view  of  the 
Council's  new  Housing  Programme,  this  work  is  increasing  and  the 
lack  of  a central  depot  where  materials  and  the  vehicle  may  be 
stored  under  lock  and  key  is  indeed  a matter  which  will  have  to  be 
considered  at  an  early  date.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
dustbins  during  the  year  for  Council  owned  property,  the 
Council  were  fortunate  in  securing  300  dustbins  at  14 /6d.,  thereby 
saving  approximately  10/-  on  each  bin.  Insufficient  bins,  and 
types  which  cannot  be  termed  as  refuse  bins,  are  at  present  being 
used  by  many  persons  in  the  area  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing renewals  and  when  supplies  become  easier  I intend  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  on  all  property  owners 
to  provide  a recognised  regulation  type  dustbin  which  can  be 
collected  from  the  houses  by  your  employees.  The  staff  employed 
in  this  work  are  one  Foreman  Driver,  1 driver  and  5 collectors. 
(Of  these,  2 collectors  are  old  age  pensioners  and  one  is  a disabled 
ex-serviceman  with  only  one  arm) . You  will  see  this  does  not  help 
to  carry  out  the  work  efficiently  and  as  soon  as  the  labour  position 
becomes  easier  I will  try  and  replace  these  men  with  suitable  labour. 

Schools. — The  schools  in  the  Rural  Area,  though  structually 
sound,  are  in  many  cases  badly  in  need  of  reconstruction  regarding 
sanitar}/  conveniences,  especially  in  cases  where  there  is  a water 
supply  but  privies  still  exist.  In  the  coming  year’s  programme  these 
are  going  to  be  thoroughly  surveyed  and  a report  on  the  same 
submitted  to  the  County  School  Medical  Officer. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. — This  is  one  section  of  the  duties  in 
the  department  which  will  need  a large  amount  of  work  during 
the  coming  year.  As  it  appears  that  either  through  wartime  condi- 
tions or  through  lack  of  suoervision  the  standard  of  hygiene  and 
sanitation  though  comparable  with  other  local  authorites  in  the 
County  is  much  below  that  of  the  neighbouring  Counties.  The  con- 
dition of  the  cattle  cannot  be  complained  of,  for  in  all  fairness  to  the 
farmer  he  is  doing  his  best  in  very  poor  types  of  buildings  and  it  is  in 
this  sphere  that  the  work  will  be  required  to  be  done.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Officer 
on  milk  production,  and  the  County  Health  Inspector,  a number  of 
premises  have  been  altered  and  brought  up  to  the  accredited  milk 
standard,  but  still  a lot  of  leeway  has  to  be  made  up,  and  the 
milk  producers  and  vendors  made  to  realise  that  whilst  milk  is  a 
valuable  food  it  is  also  a dangerous  carrier  of  disease  if  not  pro- 
duced in  a clean  and  satisfactory  manner.

Bakehouses. — The  bakehouses  in  the  area  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  in  only  one  case  was  there  any  cause  of  complaint 
to  be  found,  and  this  was  rectified  after  my  first  visit.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  bakehouses  in  this  area  is  indeed  very 
high  considering  the  types  of  buildings  used.  In  no  case  was 
any  warning  necessary  for  dirty  or  filthy  utensils. 

Offensive  Trades.  — A small  amount  of  trouble,  at  the  only 
knackers  yard  registered  in  the  area,  through  infestation  of  rats 
was  investigated  during  the  year  and  after  representations  to  the 
owner  and  the  occupier,  this  was  abated  and  further  inspections 
found  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Camping  Sites. — There  are  a number  of  camping  sites  in  the 
area  which,  are  used  under  licence,  but  the  necessity  of  camping 
sites  in  this  area  cannot  be  supported. 


Rag  Flock  Acts.  — There  are  no  premises  in  the  District 
requiring  attention  under  these  Acts. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods.  — There  is  no  slaughtering  in  this 
District  now  with  the  exception  of  cottagers’  pigs  for  human  con- 
sumption but  these  are  notified  and  during  the  year  569  carcases 
were  inspected. 

During  the  year  many  articles  of  foodstuffs  were  inspected  at 
the  request  of  various  retailers  and  the  summary  below  gives

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Chemical  • and  Bacteriological  Work.  — During  the  year  32 
samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  sent  for  analysis.  In  a 
number  of  instances  bacteriological  examination  has  not  proved 
satisfactory  and  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  your  water  engineer 
for  action  but  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  is  a very  important 
matter  and  in  the  future  samples  will  be  taken  from  all  water 
supplies  in  the  area  at  regular  intervals  and  reports  submitted  to 
you. 

Disinfestation  of  Premises.  — During  the  year  three  Council 
Houses  and  12  private  houses  have  been  disinfested  for  fleas  and 
bugs.  The  method  used  was  D.D.T.  solution  and  Zaldecide  and 
in  only  one  instance  was  a repeat  visit  necessary.  2 Council  houses 
were  found  to  be  seriousty  infested  with  cockroaches  and  a portion 
of  the  floors  were  raised  and  the  houses  treated  on  three  occasions 
before  these  pests  were  elminated. 

Shops  Act,  1943. — I have  dealt  with  the  matter  in  my  intro- 
duction to  the  report. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. — In  co-operation  v;ith 
the  Rodent  Officer  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  all  the 
refuse  tips  in  the  area  have  been  treated.  Several  large  kills  were 
reported  from  Ruskington  tip.  On  the  whole  the  rat  infestation  of 
the  District  is  being  kept  under  control  and  there  is  no  need  for 
any  alarm  in  the  increase  of  these  rodents. 

Housing. — With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  A.  F.  Saville  in 
May,  1946,  the  progress  of  housing  inspections  has  been  greatly 
expedited  and  the  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  visited  during 
the  year  under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  number  1,000. 
This  entails  in  many  cases  repeat  visits. 

Overcrowding  has  been  found  in  a number  of  cases  caused  by 
servicemen  and  women  married  during  the  war,  having  returned 
to  reside  with  their  parents,  and  the  only  remedy  is  to  press  on 
with  the  provision  of  new  houses. 

The  labour  situation  in  the  District  with  regard  to  .Housing 
Repairs  is  very  acute  and  many  owners,  despite  having  licences  to 
cany  out  repairs,  are  unable  to  obtain  tradesmen  to  do  this  work 
as  most  of  the  skilled  labour  is  being  emplo^/ed  on  the  erection  of 
houses.  Premises,  where  slight  repairs  were  needed  two  3^ears  ago, 
are  now  faced  with  an  extensive  schedule  of  repairs  needed  to 
make  the  same  fit  for  habitation.  There  is  also  the  point  of  view  of 
value  of  many  houses  in  this  Rural  Area  where  rents  are  2/6d. 
to  4/-  per  week,  inclusive  of  rates.  The  point  has  to  be  carefully 
considered  having  regard  to  the  rents  of  these  houses  and  their 
values  as  to  whether  they  can  be  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost; 
especially  if  you  reckon  the  value  on  the  standard  rent  paid  for 
these  premises,  compared  with  the  Council  owned  proper!}^  which 
is  recognised  to  set  the  housing  standard  for  the  District. 
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New  houses  are  erected  in  the  Area  for  private  owners  and  it 
appears  that  no  certificate  of  habitation  is  issued  by  this  Authority 
and  I suggest  that  in  the  future  an  inspection  be  made  by  this 
Department  on  the  completion  of  each  house  and  before  same  is 
occupied  to  see  that  the  premises  comply  with  the  various  Acts, 
Regulations  and  Byelaws  m force,  and  that  they  are  fit  for  habita- 
tion. This  custom  is  a recognised  one  with  progressive  local 
authorities  and  it  safeguards  the  owner  against  the  contravention 
of  the  building  byelaws,  etc. 

Registration  of  Food  Premises. — There  are  six  fish  friers  and 
four  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  area.  All  these  businesses  are  con- 
ducted in  a satisfactory  manner  and  no  complaint  could  be  found 
as  to  the  cleanliness  and  methods  used  to  ensure  that  the  food  was 
handled  in  a hygienic  manner.  Structural  alterations  are  at  present 
being  carried  out  to  a number  of  premises  to  bring  them  up  to  a 
higher  standard.  We  have  only  one  large  food  manufacturing 
place  in  the  area  which  is  situated  at  Ruskington  and  the  onty 
remarks  that  can  be  passed  here  is  that  this  factory  and  the  methods 
used  are  models  in  cleanliness  and  hygienic  preparation  of  food, 
and  the  comfort  of  the  employees  appears  to  be  well  looked  after 
by  the  management.  At  a number  of  places  in  the  area,  pickling 
and  bottling  of  vegetables  is  carried  out  in  home  factories,  and  by 
Public  Notice  the  persons  concerned  have  been  instructed  to  com- 
p\y  with  registration  requirements. 

Public  Houses,  Restaurant  and  Catering  Establishments. — 

Inspections  have  been  made  at  a number  of  licensed  premises  and 
catering  establishments  in  the  area.  In  the  licensed  premises,  the 
sanitary  accommodation  in  a large  number  of  cases  is  of  primitive 
arrangement  and  a schedule  of  oroposed  reconstruction  of  same  is 
being  prepared  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Police  for  the  area  for  his  observations  and  co-operation  for  sub- 
mission to  the  owners  of  the  various  places  concerned.  No  action 
was  necessary  in  dealing  with  establishments  used  for  catering 
in  the  district  and  informal  requests  for  improvement  were  com- 
plied with  without  recourse  to  Statutory  Action. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — 2 informal  notices  were  served 
re  defective  structures  under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  and 
were  complied  with.  6 notices  for  cleansing  of  sanitary  conveni- 
ences were  served  and  no  further  action  was  necessary  on  same. 
In  a number  of  cases  no  abstract  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops 
Act  were  displayed  and  attention  of  the  proprietors  was  drawn  to 
this  and  compliance  was  observed. 

Outworkers’  Premises. — No  notifications  were  received  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  regarding  premises  used  for  out- 
workers. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  was  necessary  in  this  section 
during  the  year. 
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Canal  Boats. — No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  Auth- 
ority and  therefore  no  action  was  necessary. 

Rivers  Pollution.  — A number  of  cases  of  Rivers  pollution 
occurred  during  the  year  and  the  same  was  dealt  with  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  County  Health  Inspector  who  served  notices  under 
the  River  Pollution  Act  which  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 


Public  Vehicles. — At  the  request  of  one  operator,  inspections 
were  made  of  his  vehicles  used  for  public  hire  when  it  was  found 
that  certain  unclean  persons  had  been  using  one  vehicle  and  after 
one  treatment  of  D.D.T.  this  was  rendered  clean.  The  operator, 
after  seeing  this  disinfestation  carried  out,  obtained  a quantity  of 
D.D.T.  and  frequently  carries  out  disinfestation  himself. 

Infectious  Diseases. — I am  oleased  to  report  that  during  the 
year  this  district  was  fairly  free  from  infectious  diseases.  All  cases 
reported  were  investigated  and  the  houses  disinfected.
